he State, swore out a warrant last 
Friday for *be arrest ol her husband,

beaten and au&neated her shamefully. 
Henry DnffleM «niJ two-assistants were 
sent to Orates Mountain to make tj»e 
arrest, The most ample preparations 
•were made to capture Flyman, who is 
nearly serwitoefclrlgh «ad a Hercules in 
strength. In »*»k>«taBty<»the sideof 
the mountain thMdceBBtoond. their man 
and aakedhtattto •mender. He answered 
by firing on thenrrfth a Winchester rifle. 
The constables retuned the fire, and 
others Iu the- shanty with Flyman flrcd a 
volley Irom shotguns, deer guns and 
revolvers. The firing was kept up for 
over an hour, when the ofDcers, all ol 
them severely wounded, withdrew lor re- 
inforcements and warrants for those who 
had assisted Plyman. A squad of deputy 
constables will leave here to-day to cap- 
ture the mountain lortrcss and bring its 
occupants to Braxton Court House.
